INTRODUCTION 


This  is  my  first  Annual  Report  as  Public  Health  Inspector 
for  the  Borough  of  Leominster.  Being  new  to  the  district  and 
without  clerical  assistance,  has  caused  considerable  delay  in 
the  presentation  of  this  report.  It  will  be  found  that  the 
report  has  been  confined  to  statistics:  the  text  under  the 
various  headings  being  omitted  and  no  attempt  made  in  the  way 
of  comment.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Borough's  first  sewage  disposal  works  was  brought  into 
operation  during  the  year  1963*
